Claims 28-42 are allowed. It is noted that the above amendment was needed to 
incorporate the language of claims 16 and 17 into claim 38. In the remarks filed 9/8/06, 
the Applicant indicated that claims 1 and 16-18 were incorporated into new claim 38 (as 
claim 18 was indicated allowable, claims 1 and 16-18 needed to be combined in order 
to place case in condition for allowance), however, claim 38, as filed, only included the 
subject matter of claims 1 and 18. As the omission of the structure in claims 16 and 17 
appears to by an oversight by the Applicant (as evidenced by the Applicant's remarks 
referred to above), the Examiner amended claim 38 to include the subject matter of 
claims 16 and 17.
